Among Greatest Welcome* 
In Congress, along the parade 
route and at the White House, it 
was John Glenn’s day. He re­ 
ceived one of the biggest wel­ 
comes ever accorded a national 
hero. 
• Appropriately, a Marine band 
blared to put the parade into mo­ 
tion at 12:21 pm. EST. Glenn 
smiled and waved to his mam­ 
moth cheering section as his 
open-top limousine rolled a l o n g 
Pennsylvania Avenue and one 
block of 15th St. 
It was chilly, and the skies 
were heavily overcast. But this 
took nothing from the enthusiasm 
of the crowd, including thousands 
of

children. 
In 
some 
stretches they packed the curbs 
six deep for a view of their hero. 
Just as the parade started—al­ 
most as though prearranged—the 
heavy rain that had been falling 
all morning slacked off. 
Gaily colored umbrellas and 
rainwear cut through the weather 
gloom, as did the smiles and 
cheers of the happy crowd. 
At the White House, Glenn, his 
wife and two children were greet­ 
ed by Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. President Kennedy, who 
was with the astronaut in the 
bubble-top limousine, escorted the 
Glenns up a roped-off walkway to 
his office.

Damage, called the worst in the 
history of the district, was in­ 
flicted by vandals early yesterday 
morning to the interior of the 
Ralph Waldo Emerson Elemen­ 
tary School at 6501 Mill Creek 
Road, Levittown. 
Screens Tora Off 
Several screens were torn off 
and a window broken at the Laf­ 
ayette School, 4201 Fayette Drive, 
Winder Village, Bristol Township, 
sometime Friday night, police re­ 
ported. 
The 
vandalism 
at 
Emerson 
school, has aroused the ire of 


township school officials and the 
Bristol Township School Board. 
Henry B. Decker, administra­ 
tive assistant to the superinten­ 
dent in charge of business, called 
the vandalism “one conglomera­ 
tion of a mess.” 
Stoat Shocked 
R. Philemon Stout, president of 
the township school board, ex­ 
pressed shock when he made an 
inspection of the damage yester­ 
day. “I don’t know how anyone 
could take pan in such wanton 
destruction,’’ he said. 
Six of Emerson schools 21 
c - l a s s r o o m s 
were 
littered. 
Finger 
paint was 
spilled on 
floors, a science exhibit in the 
hallway was overturned a n d 
shattered, chemicals from f i r e 
extinguishers were sprayed on the 
waKs and ceilings, a telephone 


in the cafeteria was hammered 
to bits and glass on several doors 
and windows were shattered. 
Discovered By Castedtaa 
The damage at Emerson school 
was discovered by Roben Nichol. 
chief custodian of the school, when 
he reported for work at 8:30 a m. 
yesterday. Nichol had left the 
school at I a.m. yesterday, in­ 
dicating the vandalism took place 
between I and 8:30 a.m. 
Nichol 
and 
Thomas Dooley, 
chief engineer for the school dis­ 
trict, had gone to the school at 
I a.m. when a fire alarm sounded 
in the area. At that time they 
found everything in order. The 
alarm proved to be false and the 
two returned home. 
At the rear of the building, 
Nichoi told police, he found a 
smashed window, through which 


the vandals apparently gained en. 
try by opening a door from the 
inside. 
Major damage, according to 
school officials, took place in the 
hallway where a $700 science ex­ 
hibit had bern overturned. Micro­ 
scopes and other devices and in­ 
struments used in scientific ex­ 
periments were scattered about 
the hallway. 
Table Knocked Over 
The exhibit, Decker said, com­ 
prised displays of elementary pu­ 
pils and was used to stimulate 
interest in the school district's an. 
nual Science Fair held in April. 
The exhibit was atop a large 
cafeteria table, measuring four 
feet by 12 feet. The table had 
been knocked over by the van­ 
dals. 
Finger paint, which Decker said 


could be washed off, was splash­ 
ed about the floor, walls, ceilings 
and blackboards. 
Chemicals from six fire extin­ 
guishers were sprayed about the 
ceilings and walls of the class­ 
rooms, Decker explained. Ob­ 
scene words were scrawled on the 
blackboards with paint and chalk. 
Tom Milk 
In the school cafeteria, the 
vandals hammered a telephone to 
bits. Police said they also knock­ 
ed a lock off a freezer and threw 
milk and ice cream cartons about 
the room. 
A dozen different holes were 
battered in a refrigerator door and 
a large plate glass window in the 
cafeteria was broken.

Twenty-two s t u d e n t - s were 
evacuated 
from 
a 
Pennsbury 
school bus this morning, when 
ignition wires caught fire and 
smoke began pouring up from the 
engine. 
John Snyder of 70 Nesting Rock 
Lane, 
North 
Park, Levittown, 
driver of the bus, stopped the bus 
on Tyburn Road near Taylorsville 
Road, just south of Fallsington, 
The students piled out of the 
bus and were picked up by an 
other bug headed for the same 
destination — Pennsbury High 
School. Wilheim Weik of Falls 
Township was the driver of the 
second bus. 
Snyder used the bus fire ex 
tinguisher in fighting the flames, 
and assistance came from the 
Falls Township Fire Co. No. I 
When firemen reached tho bus, 
the ignition wire had burned up 
through the floor board, and set 
fire to the floor mat. 
Fire Chief Robert Jones said 
they had the fire completely un­ 
der control in about IO minutes 
The bus, which received only 
minor damages, was hauled to a 
nearby garage for repair. The in 
cident occurred at 7:40 a,rn. 


Fire Starts In Trash Barrels 
Water From Sprinkling System 
Damages l l Lanes At Jubilee 


A minor fire caused major 
damage to Jubilee bowling lanes, 
Country Club Shopping Center, 
Route I, yesterday. 
The fire, in four trash barrels 
in a back corridor of the shopping 
center, set off an overhead sprink­ 
ling system which in turn flooded 
the corridor and leaked water 
through the floor onto the down­ 
stairs lanes. 
Mort Stein, proprietor of the 
lanes, said ll of his 30 lanes were 
hit by water and will not be usable 
until they are resurfaced and in­ 
spected for approval by the Amer­ 
ican Bowling Congress. 
Ironically the fire itself caused 
no damage, according to Fred 
Hi bbs, county fire marshal. 
Wood Swells 
Stein said he could not estimate 
damage to the lanes. He said the 
water caused the wood to swell 
and the lacquer surface to come 
loose. 
After the lanes are resurfaced 
and approved to specifications, 
they may require a second re­ 
surfacing later, he said. 
The Penndel 
Fire Company 
answered the alarm at about 4:23 
p.m. Firemen found two metal 
trash containers and two card­ 
board-type barrel container* afire 
They put the flames out in about 
IO minutes under direction of Fire 
Chief George Schaffer 
A firemen said there was about 


an inch of water on the corridor 
floor from the automatic sprinkler 
system which had been set off 
from the heat. 
Hibbs said the trash containers 
were located IOO feet back from 
the exit in a corridor leading from 


a loading platform to several 
stores.

Gate* Jr., of Philadelpnia, or for­ 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen 
hower. 
Favored Scranton 
Previously Scott had served no 
lice he would not withdraw from 
the governorship race unless re­ 
quested to do so by Eisenhower 
Both Scott and Eisenhower had 
made it plain, however, they look 
with favor cm Scranton. 
There also were reports that 
Van Zandt, who is in the running 
for U.S. Senator on the Woodside 
ticket, might be put forward as 
the 
compromise 
gubernatorial 
candidate. 
Scranton has remained aloof 
from the intra-party bickering 
after announcing that he would 
be available as a compromise 
only if all factions agreed upon 
him.
